Little Problems of The Home. 


A Girl and Her Callers. 


Some families are queer proposi- 


tions, aren't they? Where, in some, 
love and consideration for each otner 
abound; in others, just the opixjsite 
spirit is dominant. 


A young girl, writes, "1 have two 


Bisters older than I am. and a sister 
and brother who are only children. 
A young tnari" calls on me, and my 
older sisters always come in the par- 
lor. 
Even if they happen to be out 


lor the evening, there isn't any 
peace, for my younger brother and 
Bister are in the back parlor and 
make all sorts of what they think 
•re funny remarks. Instead of check- 
Ing them, my father »nd mother 
laugh at them. 
What shall I do? 


It Is very unpleasant. 1 do not want 
to take my friend out on the strert 
to entertain him." 
Here is a family in which, evident- 
ly, little consideration is shown for 
each other. It is' dominated by the 
spirit of teasing, an insignificant 
thing apparently when it starts, and 
often only a bit of pleasantry. But 
it is one of those habits that grows 
rapidly, and becomes in time, a 
monster. Teasing can be the source 
of much unhappiness, especially to 
the sensitive. 
To begin with, this girl should re- 


monstrate with 
her 
family, 
not 
angrily, but firmly and with sound 
arguments as to why their actions 
are unloving and unkind. It prob- 
ably will do no good, but the chance 
of its helping is worth taking. She 
may at least arouse her mother's 
eympathy and enlist her services in 
bettering things. 


If the young man comes merely to 
pass a pleasant evening, the presence 
Of the sisters will perhaps do no 
harm, but only help to make the 
evening jollier, unless they are the 
kind who are a dead weight and 
•would spoil anything. In this case, 
the girl might suggest a little walk, 
and surely, after this rebuff, they 
wonld hardly reappear in the parlor 
when the two return. 
H. however, 


they are persistent, the girl could 
suggest that she atnd her caller so 
see some rantuaLJrfend. of course, 
this is not so: pleasant as enTertain- 
ing the friend in her own home, but 
it seems the only way to give him 
an enjoyable evening under the cir- 
cumstances. 
jf tx«, man is really interested in 


the girl, the presence of the sisters 


can dc no real harm. In fact, 
, 


will only make him dislike them by 
insisting on staying when they are 
not wanted. 
When a man is really 


interested in a girl, drawbacks such 
as this will not cool his ardor. They 
will only make him the more anxious 
to take her from snch unpleasant 
surroundings and to place her wheie 
she will be happier. 


The remarks of the younger broth- 


er and sister are of course, «m- 
barrassins. but they can usually be 
treated as a joke. 
A man with a 


sense of humor, and a girl with some 
tact, can make so light of these that 
they will not be noticed- Children, 
too, are usually good-hearted, and 
if this girl goes about it in the-right 
way, she can enlist their interest 
and sympathy, and they will desist. 


Of course she does not want to 


entertain her friend upon the street. 
Nor should she be compelled to. 
Parents who !et such an atmosphere 
as this dominate the home are do- 
ing a very great wrong. They, only, 
are to blame if their daughters go 
upon the street for company. Cour- 
tpsy to one's family is quite as essen- 
tial as to strangers. Because one is 
a brother or sister does not sweep 
away all rights of privacy. 


Good nature, patience, and making 


the best of things will cause the 
young man to admire this girl all 
the more. 
And if he is flle kind 


whose fancy is caught by the sisters 
instead of by the girl he is calling 
upon, or one who is run out by the 
remarks of the family in the room 
adjoining, he is no great loss. Either 
o< JG -!0t interested in the girl other 
thar a» a mere passing acquaintance, 
or his interest is not of the kind 
worth having. 


It is without doubt, an unpleasant 


situation for the jrirl, and one that 
should not be. But if it cannot be 
remedied in any way. she should not 
grieve over it too deeply, or let it 
drive her to do that which is really 
wrong. For it cannot affect her in 
any serious way. It is one of those 
things which causes surface irrita- 
tion, but its harm cannot strike into 
any vital matter, unless she herself 
permits it to so warp her life as to 
bend it from its true and right 
course.
